TOKIO, Feb. 14.—The proposed | 
visit at an early date of the Japanese | 
crown prince to England has behind 
it a “court intrigue.” The case is de- 
clared to form one of the most ex- 
traordinary incidents in the dynastic 
history of the empire. 

Allegations have been made to the 
effect that the real reason of the vis- 
it abroad of the crown prince is due 
to intrigue within the court to bring 
about a cancellation of the betrotha) 
of the crown prince to Princess 
Nagako, daughter of Gen. Prince 
Kuni. The household department 
has issued an official statement to the 
effect taht “rumors seem to be cur- 
rent concerning the engagement of 
the crown prince to Princes Nagako 
but that the nation should understand 
that no change whatsoever is con- 


templated concerningt he marriage 
contract, as already informally 
settled.” 


The newspapers charge an intrigue 
to annul the betrothal of the crown 
prince and Princess Nagako, while 
Hirohito is abroad, was launched by 
Baron Nakomire, and that he is sun- 
ported by Field Marshal Yamagate 
one of the older statesmen.

PRIVY COUNCIL |: 
GIVES JUDGMENT 
IN FAMOUS CASE 


LONDON, Feb. 11. + The privy 
council rendered hekgreetit today in 
the Despatie-Tremblay marriage 
case, allowing the appeal and declar- 
ing the marriage valid. , 

The Despatie-Tremblay case was 
the most important of many mar- 
riage suits, which have been before 
the Quebec courts. In this case 
cousins within the fourth degree of 
consanguinity, both Roman Catholics 
who had not secured a dispensation 
from their church, were married by 
a priest in the diocese of St. Hya- 
cinthe, Que. The parties are Mal- 
vina Despatie and Napoleon Trem- 
blay. After the marriage the husband 
discovered his relationship to his 
wife and petitioned the bishop of St. 
Hyacinthe for an annulment of the 
marriage. The annulment was
